Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 



paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claims 1 and 3, "at or near" is indefinite. 

Claims 2 and 4-6 depend from an indefinite antecedent 



forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in 
this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have 
been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which 
qualifies as prior art only under subsection (f) and (g) 
of section 102 of this title, shall not preclude 
patentability under this section where the subject matter 
and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention 
was made, owned by the same person or subject to an 
obligation of assignment to the same person. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being 
unpatentable over Schiavone in view of Boys et al. 

Schiavone teaches a "sea surface" antenna including 
metallic material 16 and 18, and longitudinal slot 10 
coupled "at or near" its midpoint to feed line 30. The slot 
is bridged by two pluralities of capacitances 28. Boys et 
al teaches a tubular slot antenna where the slot is shorted 
at both ends. Obviously the Schiavone slot antenna can have
